ANCHORS AWEIGH . J reel. Sound. O.W.I. Service charge, $0*25. A three minute 

song motion picture inviting audience participetion in singing the last chorus. 
Conrad Thibault sings the song "off -screen" while stirring scenes of naval opera- 
tions at see are shown. 

ARM BEHIND THE ARMY, THE . 1 reel. Sound. O.W.I. Service charge, $0.25. 
Vividly shows how American industry and American labor constitute the "arm behind 
the .American Army." Explains how the success of the Army on the firing line de- 
pends upon the success of labor and industry on the production line and how the 
security of American industry and labor depends upon the success of the American 
Army. Film shows the destruction and enslavement of both labor and industry by 
the Nazis in Vienna, Czechoslovakia, Poland, Holland, and France. The tremendous 
resources of the Axis ore compared with those of the Allies to illustrate that 
.this war is industry's war, labor's war to outproduce the Axis. 

BOMBER . 1 reel. Sound. O.W.I. Service charge, $0.25* This film shows the 
manufacture of the Martin B-26 medium bomber and suggests its speed and power as 
a combat plane. A fine documentary film of plane production. 

Shows the great 
natural resources of Brazil end her contributions to the United Nation's fight 
against the Axis. 

O.W.I. Service charge, $0.25« Pictures 
step-by-step manufacture and assembly of the B-26 medium bomber in the Glenn 
Martin plant at Baltiiadfc*. 

BUILDING A TANK . 2 reels. Sound. O.W.I. Service charge, $0.25. Visualizes 
the methods employed in the world's greatest tank arsenal in Detroit, An impres- 
sive demonstration of mass production methods and of the tank's destructive powert

A three minute song motion picture inviting audience participation in singing the 
last chorus. Robert Woede sings this well-known Field Artillery song as we see 
scenes of the field artillery in action. 

CAMPUS ON THE MARCH . l|r reels. Sound. O.W.I. Service charge, $0.25. Pictures 
how over 1500 colleges and universities in the United States are devoting their 
resources and facilities to the war effort. Some of th© wartime activities shown 
include: courses in engineering and in medicine, R.O.T.C. training, Army and 
Navy units, laboratory experimentation, classes in languages, nutrition, aeronau- 
tics, military law, radio. Our American college students are serious, determined, 
and alert and they are being prepared for war and for the peace which will follow. 
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CONQUER BY THE CLOCK * 1 reel. Sound. O.W.I. Service charge, |0.25# In war 
as in peace, carelessness costs lives. But today the results of carelessness and 
•f negligence are a thousand tiir.es more tragic. This film drives home the fact 
that there is little difference, as far as resr.los are concerned, between the 
patriotic but thoughtless American and the Axis saboteur. A girl inspecting rifle 
cartridges in a war plant— a patriotic American — tckes time for an extra smoke, 
neglects to fill her place on the inspection line, and thus allows several boxes 
of uninspected cartridges to pass as O.K. One cartridge is a dud and the film 
shows vividly how it causes an American soldier somewhere in the South Pacifio to 
lose his life. Another patriotic American, a businessman, takes Saturday afternoon 
off to go to a ball game and fails to leave instructions with his secretary* 
Through his negligence, lifeboat supplies do not reach a convoy sailing for England. 
After their ship is torpedoed, six American airmen drift twenty-five days in a life- 
boat scantily provisioned. Five of the men lose their lives; the sixth, his mind. 

DEMOCRACY IN ACTION . 1 reel. Sound. O.W.I. Service charge, J0.25. Presents 
clear-cut information related to the Pood-Por-Freedom campaign; shows the import- 
ance of food in winning the war; and depicts American farmers meeting their war 
production problems democratically. 

DIVIDE ASP CONQUER. 1 reel. Sound. O.W.I. Service charge, $0.25* Dramatically 
pictures the Nazi techniques of spreading hate and fear, distrust and confusion. 
Film shows how Hitler used all the devices of propaganda and espionage to destroy 
the morale of the French people. By means of radio broadcasts, paid German agents^ 
and fifth columnists, the weapons of propaganda— words— were used to pave the way ; 
for bombs and shells and the Nazi armies. Such methods are being used by the Nazis 
in American today but America will not be frightened or confused because we have 
faith in our ideals, in our leaders, and in ourselves. America will not be divided 
or conquered . 

DOVER. 1 reel. Sound. O.W.I. Service charge, $0.25 • Shows vividly the spirit 
of England— indomitable, courageous, determined— no longer on the defensive, but 
training for the offensive* With Edward Murrow, CBS correspondent in London, as 
commentator the film shows men learning to operate assault landing boats, rehears* 
ing tank tactics; R.A.F. Spitfires and Hurricanes are seen crossing the Channel by 
day and giant Stirlings and Lancasters going over German industrial cities by night; 
and closes with comments from people of different walks of life in Britain. 

FOOD FOR FIGHTERS . 1 reel. Sound. Service charge, $0.25« This film shows how 
the U. S. Army feeds its millions of soldiers and helps to explain to the American 
people some of the reasons for civilian food shortages. 

HENRY BROWNE, FARMER . 1 reel. Sound. O.W.I. Service charge, #0.25» Through a 
simple and moving story of Henry Browne, a Negro farmer, and his family showing 
what they are doing individually and collectively to win the war, this film gives 
general information on the responsibilities and achievements of American farmers 
today. It presents specific ways to conserve farm land, machinery, and food, and 
provides a sympathetic tribute to the Negroes who are first of all, Americans. 

HOME ON THE RANGE . 1 reel. Sound. O.W.I. Service charge, $0.25* The contri- 
butions of our Western range country to the war effort pictured in this film in- 
clude: authentic pictures of Western ranges with their herds of cattle and flocks 
of sheep; and the men, lean end leathery, who make sure that we will have enough 
beef and mutton, wool and leather to supply our soldiers, civilians, and allies. 
The simple, homespun narrative and musical score capture the spirit of the workaday 
West— honeft, independent, and tough. 
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J/PANESE RELOCATION . 1 reel* Sound. O.W.I. Service charge, fO.25. Shews how 
the United States Government met and handled as fairly -as possible the critical 
problem of dealing with the 100,000 people of Japanese descent living up and down 
the Pacific Coast. All Japanese were removed from critical areas around air fields, 
harbors, and industrial plants to forestall sabotage and espionage. The army work- 
ing in cooperation with the War Relocation Authority is seen undertaking the mass 
migration of all people of Japanese descent, most of whom are loyal American citi- 
zens, from the Pacific Coast to states far enough inland to be secure from the 
threat of immediate invasion. The film follows this mass migration from the first 
registration of all Japanese through the movement to temporary quarters established 
in race tracks and fair grounds to the final migration to settlements in Arizona, 
Colorado, Utah, and Wyoming.. 

KEEP y EM ROLLIHG. J reel. O.W.I. Service charge, $0.25. A three minute song 
motion picture inviting audience participation in singing the last chorus. Jan 
Peerce sings the story "off screen" against a kaleidoscopic background of scenes 
showing industrial war production. 

KEEPING FIT . 1 reel. Sound. O.W.I. Service charge, $0.25* Absenteeism, today 
one of the nation 1 s number one problems, is the theme of KEEPING FIT* Many ab- 
sences are due to sickness and many illnesses can be avoided by following the five 
simple rules of health illustrated in the film. 

LAKE CARRIER . 1 reel. Sound. O.W.I. Service charge, $0.25. Depicts the Great 
Lakes ore boats and their part in winning the war. Follows the transportation of 
iron ore through the locks at Sault-Sainte-Marie and through Lakes Huron and Mich- 
igan to the steel mills. 

LETTER FROM BATAAN, A * 1 reel. Sound. O.W.I. Service charge, $0.25. In the 
jungles of Bataan, two American soldiers, unable to see enemy planes because of 
night blindness, are hit by a Jap bomb. Pete is killed outright. Johnny dies on 
the operating table, his last words, "I've got to write a letter." Johnny's 
"letter," the one he was going to write, reaches home in America one morning as a 
neighbor is bragging of her hoard of groceries, as his kid brother skids his car 
around a corner on two wheels. Johnny 1 s letter is a moving plea to the folks at 
home to see to it that other Americen soldiers have the things he end Pete lacked 
on Bataan— food so that they won't have night blindness and hunger cramps, guns 
and shells and planes so that they can fight. 

LISTEN TO BRITAIN . 2 reels. Sound. O.W.I. Service charge, $0.25* Without dia- 
logue this film provides a remarkable factual record of the many sounds and sights 
of wartime Britain— a "symphony of sounds." The audience literally list ens to life 
in Britain. The film gives Americans a new respect and deeper appreciation of the 
English people— soldiers, mechanics, nurses, farmers, children— whom we can be 
proud to call our Allies. 

MANPOWER . 1 reel. Sound. O.W.I. Service charge, $0.25. This film presents the 
crucial problems and confusions of manpower now existing: labor pirating; the 
shortage of skilled workers; living conditions of migrant workers and their fam- 
ilies; lack of housing in wai^ industrial areas; Paul V. McNuttj Chairmen of the 
War Manpower Commission introduces the problem and suggests voluntary steps to be 
followed for solution. 

MARINES' HYMN, THE. i reel. Sound* O.W.I. Service charge, $0.25% A three 
minute motion picture presenting the famous Marine song. 

MEN AMD THE SEA. 1 reel. Sounds O.W.L. Service charge, $0.25* A vivid and 
graphic picture of the men Who man our merchant ships * 
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NEGRO COLLEGES IN WARTIME * 1 reel* Sound. O.W.I. Service charge, *0.25. This 
film, similar in theme to CAMPUS ON THE MARCH, shows how the Negro Colleges of 
America have gone to war and are using their resources in the drive to Victory. 
Shows specifically the wartime activities of four such colleges—Tuskegee Institute 
in Alabama. Prairie View College in Texas, Howard University in Washington, D« C, 
and Hampton Institute in Virginia. 

OUT OF THE FRYING PAN INTO THE FIRING LINE . \ reel. Sound. Color. Service 
charge, $0.25 • This Disney film tells simply and effectively the need for saving 
fats and greases and whet each American should do about it. 

PARATROOPS. 1 reel. Sound. O.W.I. Service charge, $0.25. Pictures vividly the 
rigorous training given to soldiers of the sky. One company of paratroops, skilled 
in jumping and fighting, goes back to "school" to add skiing to their accomplish- 
ments thus becoming "paraskitroopcrs." 

P RICE OF VICTORY . 1 reel. Sound. O.W.I. Service charge, $0.25. In this film 
TTenry A« Wallace, Vice President of the United States explains in a condensation of 
the now famous speech which he delivered before the Free World Association in New 
York City on May 8, 19U2 whet ideals we are fighting for and the price we must pay 
for Victory. This speech is c stirring pronouncement of our war aims as well as a 
genuine literary composition. Nowhere have the issues of this world-wide struggle 
been explained more lucidly, nowhere have the principles we are fighting for been 
presented more challengingly • 

Pictures the 
American soldiers as they now are, carrying on the traditions of past accomplish- 
ments. Shows scenes of battlegrounds famous in American history and outlines the 
pert the American soldier has played in the growth of the nation. Commentary by 
Spencer Tracy. 

SAFEGUARDING MILITARY INFORMATION . 1 reel. Sound. O.W.I. Service charge, $0*25* 

Stresses the importance of secrecy on the port of militcry personnel and workers 
engaged in defense activities and shows the results of careless talk.. Dramatic 
scenes of ship explosions, sabotage, and disastrous events resulting from thought- 
less revelation of information to the enemy are shown.

Shows the 
strength of Russia — not the guns and tanks and planes, important as they are, but 
the people of Russia. .. .19,000,000 women planting and harvesting crops, 5*000,000 
women in industry, 5*300,000 children on farms, anti-aircraft batteries blasting 
Nazi raiders from the sky over Moscow while women and children calmly seek safety 
in the subway. Russia's "secret weapon" is the strength of the Russian people.

Al- 
though the people of the United States have not had their food supplies bombed, 
burned, and torpedoed, many ere poorly fed, undernourished. • .starving, not for 
lack of food, but because of poor eating habits. Through the work of public wel- 
fare agencies, Americans are learning the simple facts of nutrition — a balanced 
diet, three well-chosen meals a day, plenty of milk, eggs, green vegetables, fresh 
fruits, whole grain cereals. Americans at home, in factories, in restaurants and 
cafeterias, con choose through what they oat the way to good or to poor health.
